BASIC -ABSTRACT: 

A casting machine is used to produce a hollow battery terminal member which has an 
outer mould equipped with cooling means and an inner mould equipped with heating 
means whereby the inner portion of the battery terminal member can be moulded at a 
relatively high temp, to have a low density and the outer portion thereof can be 
moulded at a relatively low temp, to have a high density and a high tensile 
strength. A terminal pole is inserted to the hollow of the terminal member and 
soldered therein. 

The heating temp, of the outer mould is 60-120 degrees C, and that of the inner 
mould is 200-250 degrees C. The temp, of molten lead or lead alloy which is used for 
the soldering is maintained at 400-550 degrees C. 
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
